—Operations of the Chicago 
Union Stock Yards, larg- 
est in the world were pa- 
ralized by strike of the live- 
stock handlers union today.

The original strike order, Issued 
last night, affected only about 800 
members of this union, but today 
two others joined in sympathy and 
union officers estimated 7,000 men 
were on strike.

Ing employes of the Chicago Union 
stock yards today caused a virtual 
cessation of the live stock market. 


Only about 800 men were 
on 


strike, the handling crew. Trains 
and trucks, poured in as usual, but 
there was no method of getting 
them unloaded, except for the few 
head that salesmen for commission 
houses were able to driev out of 
the cars. 


The main entrance to the yards 
on Halstead street was ppicketed 
by scores of strikers. Inside tlte 
yards, many trucks were parked 
in all available 'space, all loaded 
with livestock which could not 
even be weighed. 


The Union which called 
the 
strike last night is the Livestock 
Handlers' Union, and officials said 
that 7,000 men were ou tin. sympa- 
thy. 
However, government live- 


stock authorities said that only 
about 800 were out. 


No employes of the big packing

TEXAS BEER DILL 
IN APPEALS COURT 


TEST CASE ORIGINATED IN 


MITCHELL COUNTY, MAN 


IS FINED $25 


AUSTIN, Nov. 25.—W— 


An attack upon the validity 
of the Texas law permitting 
the sale of 3.2 per cent beer 
in this state was brought in 
the court of criminal appeals 
today. 
. The test case originated in 
Milchell county, 
where 
Harold 


Letcher was fined $25 in county 
court for violation of the law, the 
information alleging that Letcher 
sold beer having an alcoholic con- 
tent of more than 1 per cent by 
volume and not greater than 3.2 
per cent by weight. It also alleg- 
ed that Mitchell counly was dry 
territory, where the sale of intox- 
icating liquor had been prohibited 
by local option election. 


The appellant challenged 
the 
jurisdiction of the county court, 
and alleged that If the Information 
charged any offense at al lit was 
a felony, under the Dean law, Tex- 
as' rigid prohibition law. 


It alleged that the law passed 


by the legislature legalizing 
the 


sale of 3.2 beer in counties that 
were wet before stale prohibition 
became 
efCective or in counlies 


that voted in local option elections 
to permit it, had not superseded 
the Dean law. 


It also contended that the legis- 


lature did not have a right to pass 
the regulatory beer bill prior to 
and In anticipation of adoption of 
the constitutional amendment lo 
permit the sale of beer.

Relief Body Is 
Opposed Proxies 


AUSTIN, Nov. 27—W—Objection 
to the uea of proxies in meetings 
of the 
Texas relief commission 


was renewed today by R. L. Holll- 
day of El Paso, commission mem- 
ber, who said .he believed they 
were Illegal. 


The commission met today to 


discuss the procedure ot be follow- 
ed In machlng federal and state re- 
lief funds. ,Carl Estes of Tyler 
was represented by proxy by Earle 
Adams; W. A. Brooks, Jr., of Dal- 
las by Ed Hussion of Houston and 
B. E. Gieseke of Austin by Rob- 
ert Real 
of Kerrvllle. 
Adams, 


Brooks and Hussion all are mem- 
bers of the commission. 


No action was taken on a pro- 


posed resolution relative to match- 
ing federal funds with state mon- 
ey derived from sale of bonds 
The resolution proposed that both 
state and federal relief funds be 
spent in accordance with the rules 
of the federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration. 


Adams insisted that it carry the 


additional provision that this prac- 
tice be followed, in so far as it did 
not conflict with the duties of the 
Texas relief commlsson specified 
In the statutes. 


The resolution will be submitted 


to the attorney general's depart- 
ment for approval before being 
acted upon. It has been approved 
by Harry L. Hopkins, federal emer- 
gency relief administrator, Adams 
said.

bombs. Blinded and weeping, the 
attackers fell back. 
By this time some 3,000 persons 
had gathered to watch. 
The 35 
officers in the jail building sent 
out a call for more tear gas. All 
lights In the building were exting- 
uished, 


Second Attack Opens. 


The blinding tear gaa from the 
first three bombs was atill hang- 
ing like a thin veil about the 
building when the second attack 
began. 
Several of the attackers 


took from the post office building 
a piece of steel pipe 8 Inches in 
diameter and about 20 feet long 
and used it &a a battering ram, 
smashing in tho jail door. 
Officers 
turned 
loose another 
barrage of tear gas, monmentarily 
stopping the assault. After wait- 
ing a few moments for the gas to 
lift, the mob stormed ahead once 
more, playing a fire hose on the 
building as it advanced. 
A sec- 
ond group seized another pipe and 
joined the attackers. 
The steel 
doors of the jail gave way and 
the mob poured in, encouraged by 
cheering thousands outside. 
Sheriff William J. Kmig, whose 
quick action had resulted in the ar- 
rest of Thurmond while making a 
ransom demand by telephone to 
the Hart home a week after the 
young victim had been 
put 
to 
death, was knocked senseless. Oth- 
er officers were manhandled and 
brushed aside. 
The mob demanded Antone Ser- 
pa, recently convicted 
of 
man- 
ulaughter in the slaying of Leon- 
ard Ramonda, a ranch foreman, 
but deputy sheriffs persuaded the 
group to let Serpa alone and tho 
invaders pressed on. 
Thnnond Dragged Out. 
In the cell which had imprison- 
ed David A. Lama on, now under 
sentence to hang for the murder 
of his attractive wife AUenc at 
Sanford University last May, the 
mob laid hands unon the whim- 
pering Thurmond, dragging him 
to the street and raining blows up- 
on him. 
Holmes struggled as he was drag- 
ged from the cell that once had 
held Douglas Templeton, now serv- 
ing a life sentence for the mur- 
der of his aunt. Likewise he was 
dragged out and beaten. 
Cheers, jeers and catcalls from 
thousands of watchers became the 
death march of Thurmond and 
Holmes. 
Down the alley between 
the court house and the partially 
constructed postofflce and across 
the street in the palm fringed park 
they were dragged. Officers, who 
had given up the fight, were clotf- 
ed out of the picture- as the ap- 
proving thousands lined the bor- 
dering streets. 
The mob selected the limb of a 
tall tree, looped a rope about the 
unconscious Thurmond'* neck and 
hoisted him aloft while the crowd 
whooped its approval. Tho cloth- 
ing was torn from the lower part 
of the body and he hung there 
half elad. 
The business of choosing a limb 


•for Holmes required about ten min- 
utes. A tree some 200 yards from 
where Thurmond was dangling was 
finally selected. He WEB stripped 
of all olothing and jerked up- 
ward. 
Ghastly Scene. 
Street lights and flashlights shed- 
ding intermittent gleams through 
the leaves, gave the scene a pcu- 
Uar ghafitliness. The crowd, aug- 
mented by thousands who had 
crnergegd from the theatres just 
in Urn* to witness the gruesome 
climax, 
quieted. 
Photographers 
whose equipment had been seized 
in the earlier stages of the spec- 
tacle were not molaeted. 
The body of Thurmond was cut 
down finally 
and 
the 
crowd 
swarmed into the park to break 
souvenir twigs from the hanging 
limb. 
The aasemfcled thousands 
were beginning to drift away when 
the body of Holmes was taken 
"down. 
* 
Hours after the lynching the 
tear gas still hung about the jail 
like a sinister veil. The floors of 
the building were 
filled 
with 
wreckage. Two steel barred doors 
that had been smashed wore bare- 
ly hanging on their hinges and 
the heavy pipes that had served as 
battering rams lay in a corridor. 
Not an arrest was made. The 
only shots that were fired, with tfee 
exception of the charges from tear 
gas guns and bombs, were the two 
that started the attack on the jail. 
Officers Injured. 
Sheriff Emig, after recovering 
consciousness, stood by, helpless, 
until the crowd had wreaked 1U 
vengeance. 
Then he went to a 
hospital for treatment. Howard 
Buffington, a deputy who was 
struck from behind while plead-

HOG SELLERS MUST 
PAY PROCESSING TAX 
ACCORDING AAA RULE

Commissioner of Internal Rev- 


enue Guy T. Helverlng stated to- 
day that It has been brought to 
the attention of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue that in many in- 
stances farmers r -id others are 
slaughtering hogs and selling the 
products to consumers 
without 
payment of the processing tax. 
This is a violation of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act and regula- 
tions therunder. 
which 
provide 
that any person who slaughters 
hogs for market must file appro- 
priate returns and pay the pro- 
cessing tax thereon. 
The tax applies even in the 
case of the producer who slaugh- 
ters his own hogs and sells or 
otherwise disposes of all or any 
pan of the products. 
Heavy penalties are provided 


for violation of the law or eva- 
sion of the tax and any person 
who slaughters hogs and sells all 
or any part thereof should confer 
with the collector of internal rev- 
enue for his district who will as- 
sist ,him htm in preparing and 
filing the required returns.

around his neck and dragged him 
head first down the steps, 


"Then they went, up on the third 


floor and found Thurmond hang- 
ing by his hands to the Iron gratr 
fng of a high window inside the 
lavoratory, where he thought they 
wouldn't see him. 
"He didn't try to deny his Iden- 


tity but. he came out sniveling and 
his face was very white. I have 
never seen human beings look so 
terrified as Holmes and Thur- 
mond.

they hit him as they did Holmes 
and dragged him down the steps 
with a rope around his neck. 


"They took both men across the 
street, threw the rope ends over 
tree limbs and jerked them rough- 
ly off their feet to die. 


"There were women and chil- 
dren in the crowd and they saw 
that whole thing in the park. Some 
of the children were babies in 
their mothers' arms, 


"I heard a number of women 


laugh, even after it was all over, 
and say it had been a good thing. 


"That mob seemed to be insane.. 


The tear gas never fazed them. 
They came through it with eyes
